As Viewed by Rev. Dr. T. T. 


Munger of New Haven, 


Conn. 


READ BY MISS CARTER IN THIS CITY. 


Dr. Munger Asks Some Important Ques- 


tions. Excessive Use of the Suffrage. 


Law Forevermore Means 


Strength. 


On Monday afternoon, March 2, the 


members of the Monday club were enter- 
tained at a social gathering at the borne 
of Mrs. John Bracewell. 
Among the 


guests was Miss Alice Carter, daughter of 
Dr. Franklin Carter of Williams college, 
who volunteered to read the following 
abstract of a paper read last fall before 
the Men's club of New Haven, Conn., by 
Rev. 
Dr T. T. Muyger of that city, for- 


merly pastor of the Congregational church 
here. The TRANSCRIPT is requested to 
publish it and does to cheerfully, believ- 
ing it will prove exceedingly interesting 
to all of its readers, whether they agree 
with Dr. Munger'.s views or not. The 
paper follows: 


Society has reached a point of develop- 


ment where, if the great majority of 
women ask to bo admitted to the duties 
and functions of full citi/.ensliip, they will 
not be refused, even though it should not 
seem wise to the other sex. It is thereloro 
a question which every woui.iii should 
carelully consider, for with them rests the 
itltimate rcyj-oiisibihty, ami ii N the duty 
of men in UK' present ho'ir to furnish biK-ii 
materials as shall aid thorn in the vl: 
i-t'ti-J- 


slon. lle.ice 1 ollvra !>•« t'i<;s;c'.tii>'i5 in 
the form of questions. 


Lei my first question be liistoi i.-al in its 


bearing. Are not iiie worst features of 
our political life today due to oun-xces-i-.o 
use of the iiuiiYagr? 
We coined the line 


phrase of "manhood stiErage;" we jumped 
to the conclusion that because the ptopk1 


govern them wives every m.ui has a rjgijt 
to vote; that tTXiition without representa- 
tion is tyranny and tbeieiorc any man 
taxed has a right to vuU1, and ir» on 
through several like generalities until we 
have a suffrage neiuly universal. 
Little 


seems to have been thought of except the 
right to vote, and the right was based on 
the fact that a man hud reached manhood 
and was here on the soil. 
Quest ion of lit- 


ness had an exceedingly small place in 
connection with suffrage. We have allow- 
ed men to vote because they were men, 
and not because they were men tat to vote. 
Our elections are determined largely by 
voters who have had no training under 
republican institutions. 
We talk about 


the scholar in politic1;; we cannot get him 
there; he is not wanted. The voters want 
a man like themselves and they will have 
him. 


My point is that the evils from which 


we suffer and shall continue to suffer in 
this country are due to an entirely false 
and 
mistaken 
use of the 
ballot. 


It is deemed 
a sacred 
thing, 
an 
eternal 
God 
given 
right; 
the 


cure for all abuses; the only way to 
influence society; the witholding; of it a 
wrong and an indignity. 
If there had 


been, and if there were now, a little 
moderation in the estimate of the bullot; 
if there had been a little broader thinking 
on the subject and on kindred subjects, 
there would not have been a UMVvrsal 
suffrage that renders tme government 
almost impossible and degrades its admin- 
istration to the level of an ignorant 
majority. 


It is a mistake to insist on the ballot 


as a super-sacred thing; as a right inher- 
ing in a person; .is necessary to sell- 
respect and self-hood. It is instead an 
important, but not all important, instru- 
ment in the administration of society; it 
is something the lack of which does not 
degrade or unman or unwomLin those 
who for good reasons, do not vote. 


It is a fundamental blunder in political 


economy to assume thai rights have their 
origin iu the individual rather than in the 
state. What is for the good of the who'c 
conies before any individual claim, and 
determines rights. Hence the question: 
Is there not too great an emphasis placed 
upon the necessity of voting'.' Is it not a 
mistake to feel that one ia not a person, 
a true and full member of society, if oi.c 
does not cast a ballot? Of courst-, the 
answer is ready that whatever a man can 
do with the ballot a woman can do, hut 
is it not probable that if all women should 
vote, the result would simply double the 
number of voles and 
not, alter tho 


character of the result? In the main, 
the sizes march along together and their 
opinions wear the same general cast. If 
this were not so tlioy could not exist 
together. Whenever it is not so there is 
barbarism and degradation. And if there 
should be an extension of suffrage to 
women on the ground that they will ac- 
complish in politics wlmt men will not 
do;—i. e. that women 
will advocate 


measures which men refuse to advocate, 
does it not suggest the question: 
IJow 


much do moral reforms depend on voting? 
Do they not almost wholly depend on the 
moral sentiment that pervades the com- 
munity, a moral sentiment that demands 
reform? The influential person is not one 
who casts a solitary ballot, butone who fills 
the community with a moral sentiment 
that demands reform,and moreover, ,u-olwe 
sure that in the large aenso woman is more 
moral than man, and would therefore 
legislate in the interents of morality? Wo- 
man is undoubtedly finer in her composit- 


ion, 
more spiritual and sympathetic, but 


has she more ol the morality of every day 
life, more of those practical virtues that 
underlie and shape conduct? She has a 
self-protective chastity which man has 
not to the same degree, but this is only 
oua of a group of virtues which go to 
make up morality. Is she more truthful ? 


I she more honest? It she more indus- 


inus? Is she uioro serious-minded? Is 
ii: range of her thoughts higher? j.s the 


I i.utn work of life, in the prevailing spir.t 


of life, in the feelings and notions that 
surround and underlie nine-tenths ol hu- 
man conduct, is not the morality of jn.i:i 
at least equal to that of woman ? 


There are certain qualitiies in v, o nan 


which she has in a higher degree than man

For its generous and sympathetic spirit, in 
matters, of charity, the danger is not that 
its benc\olence will fall short of the needs 
10 much as that through its impulsive 
irarmtli it mill be unu Isely bestowed. 


A striking illustration of the promptness 


with which our people respond to char- 
itable siipeals was shown the other day 
svhen the newly appointed treasurer of 
the lothng house mission, finding that 
money was needed for the payment of 
bills against the institution, \vithin two 
hours roised about J250.00 by simply pre- 
senting i subscription paper to a few cit- 
izens vuthout any prev>onsannouncement 
or explanation. 


There is an impulsiveness in thebeatow- 


tl of charity in this community which is 
beautiful and shows the greatness of its 
heart. But there is liability that Lasty 
giving may prove unwise giving. If there 
is any place where system should be nired 
it is in t he disbursement of money or other 
contributions given for the relief of the 
needy nid for the assistance and en- 
couragt ment of the deserving in the 
various charitable departments of a city. 


The features of associated charities will 


be presented to our people this evening 
by Robert Treat Faine, the en\>nent 
authority on this subject, in his address 
at the congregational church, to which 
the public is invited. Among the impor- 
tant aims of associated charities are the 
raising of the needy above the needs of 
relief, the prevention of begging and im- 
position and the diminishing of pauper- 
ism. Surely the practical aims of this 
plan for systematic charitable work will 
Interest our people and they will gladly 
give the plan, as presented to them this 
evening, their earnest attention.

that are of incalculable value and power 
in tho family and in society. But the 
family has one basis; government anoth- 
er. The animus and methods of the two 
are unlike, and she who is fitted to give 
the animus and fulfil the methods to one 
may be unfitted to give them to the other. 
Her nature is not broad enough to co\or 
the two as man's is not. You may ask, 
why rot let her carry just those qualities 
that make her supreme in the home and 
in social life into the political world 
n he.-e they i, re needed ? The difficulty is 
tl'at they disappear when carried int» 
that warld. 
Nothing is easier than to 


tr..tismnte a virtue into a fault. Set a vir- 
tue to doing what it was not made to do, 
and the result is mischeif. 


j»th-re not danger in all this b iiiness 


of losing sight of that great law, which 
h.-vs <•«!>• recently been discovered to be a 
law, bat is the very secret and order of 
natuie,—.tamely, the Specialization of 
Function. Nature has been at work from 
the beginning to 
produce man and 


woman, not one but two; not alike but 
different; 0; (Terence but complimentary 
o each other; as different in mind as 
body, each v\ ith a sphere of action indi- 
cated hy the difference. This distinction 
has been in i he Creating Mind as its rui- 
ng action from the first, and every step 
has this end m view. 
Its production is 


the acheivemcnt of Creation. 
Creation 


did not begin, it ended when God ere- 
cted male and female. In order to per- 
fect and fulfill this creation there must be 


specialization of function; that 
is, 


each must have its sphere, ftnd keep to it. 
That is the way and the only way in 
which a woman can be womanly and a 
man more manly. To mingle the spheres 
is to thwart the creative design. 
If you 


would have a perfect thing, specialize the 
function, keep it to its sphere, follow out 
its clear intention. 


Woman has suffered, not because spec- 


ial tasks have been assigned to her and 
special conditions insisted upon' but be- 
cause 
these 
tasks and 
conditions 


have been blindly and imperfectly as- 
signed. In the main, however, the divir- 
ion has looked in the right direction. 
Civilization consists largely in making 
these distinctions what they ought to be, 
but the trend is towards specialization of j 
function, that is, a wide and clear dis- 
tinction between woman's place and 
work in society and man's place and 
work. To bring out and make clear, and 
fix this distinction will be the triumph of 
civilization. 
To defeat the distinction 


will be the defeat of civilization. 


But it may be said that voting lies with- 


in the sphere of woman, and that to cast 
a ballot is not a violation of the law of 
progress by specialization of function. 


It becrtncs then a question of sphere. 


Does political action lie within woman's 
sphere? Voting is not merely selecting 
the best man for office; it is also and 
primarily a legislative act in itself. The 
choice of a legislator often and primarily 
turns on the question what kind of laws 
will he make. Voting then becomes a 
judicial det< rniination of the nature of 
the laws to be enacted. Now nine-tenths 
of 
the 
laws 
have 
no 
direct 


reference to morals. They refer chiefly 
to business, to questions that lie outside 
of woman's world, and always will until 
woman throws herself into the work of 
the world as man docs. The greater part 
of the laws refer only to what man does 
and what women do not and will not do; 
and yet it is asked that she will not legis- 
late on them. It is the merest trifl ing to 
s^y that women will confine themselves 
to questions they do understand and have 
to do with. The ballot means the whole 
range and scope of political action. It 
means office holding, law making and law 
enforcing. That a possible majority of 
women ehoald make a law and depend 
upon men to enforce it because they are 
stronger nncovers by its very statement 
the »bsnrdity of the method. 


Eat a more serious question remains. 


Has woman that mental quality which 
makes a legislator? 
There is a certain 


quality which falls under the name of 
the legal mind. It ia not a knowledge of 
law, 
nor is it a sen=e of justice. 
It is a 


certain grasp on all facts and truths and 
circumstances bearing on the question; it 
is a certain penetrating conception of the 
way iu in which human society is bound 
together; it is the synthetic ns distinct 
from the analytic faculty; it is a clear 
sense of the nature of law; it is a clear 
view of what can be done and what can- 
not be done; what ought to be attempted 
and what not attempted; it is that firm 
and steady reason which out masters 
predjudice, it all this and more; hard to 
define but easily recognized. 
It is as 


clearly defined a quality as imagination 
or taste. 


My quest ion Is: Hos woman ordinar- 


il ythe legal mind? As It is a high quality, 
I hesitate to say that she has not it and 
that is a peculiarly masculine quality and 
it will always remain such, and that 
its secret will never be learned by her. 
When nature set out in its task of per- 
fecting woman by specialization 
of 
function 
it endowed her with 
cer- 
tain qualities and bade her give full play 
to them; it gave her sympathy, insight, 
taste, sentiment, love of beauty, patience, 
reverence, piety, self-sacrifice, humility, 
all great 
and commanding qualities, 
but it did not give her tho legal mind. 
This does not make her inferior to man; 
it simply loaves something for man to do; 
a special function for him and for him 
alone: the badges of which are wrought 
into him and spread over him; for law 
forever more means strength; that is 
ability to execute itself. 
It needs no 


demonstration to show that the law-mak- 
ing faculty is given only when there is 
strength to carry out its decrees. 


EDITOR OF TRANSOMPT:—I read with 


much interest in the last issue of your in- 
teresting journal a discussion of the license 
question in Williamstown, and venture to 
send you a statement of the views of one 
who has long felt a deep interest in every- 
thing that pertains to the welfare of tl.nt 
beautiful town and its citizens. 


I apprehend that in discussing'the ques- 


tion of license we should be guided by 
considering the greatest good that will 
flow to the greatest number of those to be 
directly affected by the discussion. It Is 
not a matter of sentiment, but of public 
weal, to be determined by the result of 
experience. The Williamstown valley is 
a rum-cursed region. Most of the farmers 
and mechanics who are not prosperous are 
either drunkards or drinking men, and a 
large number of "the abandoned forms of 
New England" became untenanted be- 
cause the owners or tenants abandoned 
themselves first to the devastations of 
drink. 
Drinking men might be divided 


into many classes; they can be men easily 
divided into two — one including men 
whose will power has been broken down 
by the power of rum and who pay tribute 
to the demon that controls them at any 
cost, and wherever the liquid damnation 
can be procured. To that class it matters 
little whether they get their rum in 
Williamstown or North Adams. They are 
bound to have it. Much the larger class 
comprises the men who suffer by prox- 
imity of temptation. If indulgence is not 
made too easy and convenient the will is 
kept at the minimum. That drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct did not increase 
amazingly in Williamstown last year un- 
der the license system no honest man 
familiar with the facts can deny. It seems 
to me plain that the duty of the lover of 
order, sobriety and prosperity in our lovely 
Berkshire valley is to vote and work early 
and late for no license in Williamstown, 
Defend the drunkard and the drinking 
man against himself. Put tempation afar 


off, 
and the poor wives and suffering 


children who are yearly robbed by this 
demon will call you who wage the battle 
—blessed. 


May I further trespass on your space to 


relate an experience that has emphasized 
my views: I took into my employ in 
Williamstown in the days of "no license' 
a man who was recommended to me as an 
excellent workmen, but who, I was told, 
had at one time been a hard drinker. He 
came to me reformed, as he thought. He 
gave entire satisfaction, saved money, and 
he and his family were happy and pros- 
perous. 
In an evil day the citizens of 


Williamstown voted for license. Tempta- 
tion was once more brought near, the old 
longing returned, the struggle was re- 
newed every time he passed the saloon 
door. 
"Only a glass of beer with an old 


comrade" was the first surrender, which 
soon became complete, and my trusted 
employe came home drnnk one night 
and soon a second and third time. 


Why should I tell the rest of the storj? 


Loss of place, savings gone, happiness 
gone—a poor, miserable wretch who will 
never rise again.

THE MANUFACTURE OF CIGARETTES. 


An Average of Two Hundred For £aou 


Male Adult Made Here Every Year. 
About the only "fabulous figures" (or 


figures thought to bo fabulous by many) 
of American products or manufacture 
used t<j be thosa of tho corn crop of tho 
Unltod States, exceeding 1,000,000,000 
bushels a year and touching in 1801 tho 
enormous total of 3,000,000,000. Bui these 
mammoth figures of tiio production of corn 
In the United States are totally eclipsed by 
the figures of .ugaretto manufacture, tha 
total number o' cigarettes made in this 
country lost year 'wing 3,630,000,000. Tha 
total number of inalo persons in tho Unit- 
ed States between the ages of 18 and 41 
was returned by tho last census as 13,230,- 
000, but adding thosa abovo 44 years of ago 
and making allowance for tho increase of 
population since 1890, It Is safe to say that 
there ar« 18,000,000 men and boys of "cig- 
arette smoking" age In thoUnittnl States, 
and this would give on average of 200 cig- 
arettes for each man and boy in tho re- 
public every year, provided of course that 
cigarette smoking was general instead of 
being, as it is, rostrictccl to a vory small 
fraction of tho whole population, mostly 
in the cities and largo towns. 


An average of 200 cigarettes apiece a 


year for the wholo mala population of the 
country above the age of 18 gives a fair 
idea cot only of the consumption of ciga- 
rettes, which is now almost stationary in 
volume, but also of the maufacture of cig- 
arottcs, which is practically limited to 
three states. At the head of all others 
comes Now York, which manufactures in 
a year just nboiic ono-h:ilf of all tho ciga- 
rettes consumed — 1,800,000,000. Then 
oomes Virginia, with n record lust year of 
835,000,000, nucl third North Carolina, un- 
comfortably noar the foot in other matters 
of manufacture, with 740,000,000. Those 
three states may bo said to monopolize tho 
cigarette making biisiiio&s, for after them 
come, quite a uistnuco behind, Louisiana 
with 150,000,000 and Maryland with 3D,- 
000,000. New York stato enjoys the dis- 
tinction not only 01' making, but of smok- 
ing moro cigarettes than any other state in 
the Union, whereas It can bo said in ex- 
tenuation of North Carolina and Virginia 
that theymako cigarettes for consumption 
elsewhere, not for homo use. Tho con- 
sumption of tobacco for cigarette mak- 
ing , though a woll defined popular preju- 
dice rejects the ido.i of any tobacco boing 
used iu cigarettes, Is 12,000,000 pounds a 
year, and of tins 6,000,000 pounils are 
useJ by tlm New York cigarette factories, 
3,300,000 pounds by the Virginia factories 
and 2,500,000 by tho North Carolina fac- 
tories. By far the largest part of thoNoi'ta 
Carolina tobacco orop goes for cigarettes. 
This Is not truo of any stato except Vir- 
ginia. 


Tho number nf cigars manufactured in 


the United States last year, including, of 
course, thcso suid to bo "imported,11 \r:ts 
400,100,000, aud at the head of nil the 
states in tho manufacture) of thcso wns 
Pennsylvania, New York coming second, 
Ohio third, Illluois fourth, and Florida 
(Koy 
West) fifth. 
It is encouraging for 


New Yorkers to know that, although 
Pennsylvania made more cigars than this 
state, Now York usod more tobacco in 
hers. 
Kentucky raises an enormous 


amount of tobacco, but does not uso very 
much of it for manufacturing purposes, 
Kentucky tobacco being sont to other 
states. The Kentucky tobacco crop lust 
year was 100,000,000 pounds, of which less 
than 900,000 pounds wore manufactured 
in tho stato. Connecticut, too, raises 
much tobacco and manufactures little. 
Eighteen pouuds of tobacco are required 
for 1,000 cigars and 3J4 pounds of tobacco 
for 1,000 cigarettes.—New York Sun. 


Mr. Bonner Tells a Story.

tom tho veteran ex-editor of the New York 
Ledger made a short response. He said

One Man Dead, Two Mortally AVonnded 


And Several Others Seriously In- 


jured, tho Maniac's Work. 


lie Iliiusclt I> Dying. 


r.rockville. Out., March 10.—Broclt- 


vilU1 is still in nn intense state of ex- 
citement over the tragic events of yes- 
terday. Never in its history has tlis 
town been so convulsed. The feariul 
crime of yesterday will be stamped 
upon the miucKof all while life lasts. 
It was one of t:>e most awful tragedies 
ever enacted in the Dominion of C'aiia- 
da. The total result of the tragic af- 
fair was one man shot dead on the 
spot, the chic'f of police mortally 
wounded, another member of 
tho 


force seriously wounded, an Indian 
hurt and six others suffering more or 
less from wounds inflicted by a single 
man armed with a breech-loading shot- 
guiL Aud the cause of all the terrible 
destruction and suffering is hirasel ly- 
ing at the point of deatli from wounds 
inflicted by shots, fired at him in order 
to put a stop to his awful work and 
effect his capture. 


The Excitement Intense. 


The town clock had just struck the 


noon hour and the streets were 
thronged with people on their way to 
dinner. Suddenly the sharp crack of 
a gun was heard in the western end of 
tho town, followed by other reports in 
quick succession. Soon the news spread 
that several persons had been shot and 
the excitement became intense The 
cause of all the trouble was a man 
named Lapont, who resides about six 
miles north of the town on what is 
known as the Perth road. 
He has 


usually been looked upon as "of not 
very sound mind, but generally in- 
offensive. 


Chief ot Police Rose Shot. 


Just about noon he made his appear- 


ance on the Perth road, walking in the 
direction of King street, the principal 
thoroughfare of the town. 
As he 


neared King street he suddenly threw 
his) head back and gave vent to 
several loud yells such as fox-hunters 
often use in calling their dogs and at 
the same timj fired a couple of shots 
iu the air. 
When he had got withia 


about twentj' yards of the corner of 
King and Perth streets he took up his 
position alongside a high bill board on 
the west side of Perth street. Just at 
this time Chiof of Police Eose happened 
to come up to the opposite corner, and 
Lapont, taking deliberate aim, fired, 
the charge ol heavy buckshot lodging 
in the chief's chest, throat and head. 
In falling to the ground, Rose pushed 
an old man named Moore forward past 
the corner of the building. 
Lapont 


fired again and Moore fell dead. An 
old Indian named Dixon, who was 
close by, received a portion of the 
charge in hi.s face and head. 


The Murderer Wounded. 


As soon as the crowd collected their 


senses plans were set on foot to cap- 
ture the murderer. The latter still 
stood where ha bad first stationed him- 
self, and at each discharge of his gun 
could be seen calmly taking loaded 
cartridges from,his pocket and reload- 
ing. Constable Tinsley took up a posi- 
tion behind a weigh scale and began 
firing at Lapont, with a revolver, but 
the range v> as too long and the shots 
proved ineffective. Lapont continued 
firing as fast as he could reload and 
several persons were more or less in- 
jured. Finally Tiusley secured posses- 
sion of a hhot gun and crossed to a 
grocery store, entering by a side door. 
In order to get at Lapont Tinsley 
stepped oul to the sidewalk and just as 
be raised his gun, Lapont fired and the 
constable had to retreat covered with 
blood. In the meantime other persons 
armed with guns and revolvers had 
got to the upper windows of adjacent 
buildings :md fired at Lapont. All at 
once Lapont was seen to drop his gnn 
and fall to the ground. One of the 
shots had struck him in the abdomen 
ard another in the leg. The angry mob 
made a riv-ii for him the moment he 
fell, and s< 5zin<j him, dragged him to 
the centre of the rond, crying "?>hooo 
him!" "lynch him'." l!y the efforts of 
the more cool-headed, the mub was. 
prevented from carrying the threat 
into execution, lie was taken to tho 
lock-up. 


ISuainc^s Practically SU'*pcndi*d« 


'When quiet had been somewhat re- 


stored, tins scene tluit was presented 
was agonizing in the extreme. The 
body of old man Moore lityoii the side- 
walk cold in death. In a store adjoin- 
ing Chief of Police Rose lay suffering 
terribly from his wounds. The old In- 
dian lay on the sidewalk covered with 
blood. Constable Tinsley and several 
others 
were 
also badly wounded 


and covered with blood. To-day the 
town is in mourning, and business is 
practically suspended. 


Fell Headlong Down a, Shaft. 


New York, March 10.—Last night 


Ira Kane, the elevator conductor ia tho 
envelope factory of Berlin & Jones,, 
fell down the elevator shaft from tho 
fourth floor to the basement, and was 
so badly injured that he died within 
an hour. It is thought that he left 
the elevator for a, moment and when 
he returned, not noticing the car had 
ascended, fell headlong down tha 
shaft.

Holmes Laughingly Hears Hla 


Death Warrant Bead 


COOLEST MAN IN THE WHOLE PARTY 


A Remarkable Exhibition of Sang-Frold* 


Joked with tho Sheriff—Says He Is 


Willing To Die—I'rccautlons 


Taken Agalnt Suicide. 


Philadelphia, March 10.—That the 


remarkable nerve which has upheld the 
murderer, Holmes, ever since his ar- 
rest for the murder of Uenjamin P. 
Pietzol has not yet deserted him was 
well evidenced yesterday when the 
death warrant was read to him by 
Sherirt' Clpmciit. lie was the coolest 
man in the party and gave a remark- 
able exhibition of sang-froid, lie was 
as suave, cheerful and affable as us,ual. 
AVhen the sheriff and his party reached 
the prison they were met. by Deputy 
Anderson and the party was conducted 
to llolmcb' cell, lie had been reading 
and when he arose to greet his visitors 
he tossed the book upon his cot and 
smiled a welcome. Lawyer Eoton in- 
troduced the sheriff and the others, 
and then, without further ado, Sheriff 
Clement drew the death warrant from 
his pocket and proceeded to read it. 
The spot in the cell where the sheriff 
stood was not adapted to reading owing 
to a lack of light. Holmes observed 
the sheriff's dilemma and remarked in 
a cheerful tone, "step over to the 
window, Mr. Sheriff, you will find more 
light there." Throughout the reading 
Holmes maintained an affable manner. 
At the conclusion, Sheriff Clement, 
who was visibly affected, turned to 
the condemned man and extending his 
hand offered his sympathy and im- 
plored him to make his peace with God. 
Holmes thanked the sheriff and ex- 
pressed himself as willing to die. There 
was another round of handshaking 
and the sheriff, the lawyers and 
the deputy left the cell. 
As the 


sheriff was passing out he omitted to 
bow his bead to clear the upper part 
of the low entrance to the cell. Holmes 
observed that the house official's hat 
was in danger of collision with the 
door and called out: "Be careful, 
sheriff, or you will bump your head." 
This caused a ripple of laughter. As 
the sheriff was moving down the corri- 
dor Holmes called after him: "You can, 
of course, find me here when you want 
me." Assistant Superintendent Rich- 
ardson will probably 
not remove 


Holmes from his present cell for a 
week, but the prisoner will be more 
closely guarded. It is usual to set the 
regular death watch about a week pre- 
vious to the day of execution. 
When 


that shall be done the condemned man 
will be taken to a better lighted cell 
after first being submitted to a change 
of clothing to prevent his having in 
his possession anything that would 
permit suicide. Lawyer Eoton had a 
long conversation with Holmes after 
the warrant had been read, the sub- 
ject of which Mr. Kotou refused to 
make known.

IT IS A QUESTION OF PRIVILEGE 


RAINES LIQUOR TAX BILL. 


It Will Be Made n*l*arty Measure in the 


New York Assembly, 


Albany, March 10.—The republican 


majority in the senate last night 
showed its desire to hasten the passage 
of the Raines liquor tax bill by fixing 
10 a. m. as the meeting time of to-day's 
session instead of 11 o'clock, the usual 
hour. Speaker Fish of the assembly 
said this morning that the bill will be 
made a party measure in the lower 
house and that a caucus of the republi- 
can assemblymen will be held as sopn 
as the bill is received from the senate. 
The greater New York bill, it is ex- 
pected, will pass the senate this after- 
noon. 


Erie Railroad Earnings. 


New York, March 10.—The gross

Santiago do Cuba, Feb. SO, via Tam- 


pa, Fla., March 10.—On the 25th inst. 
the rebel forces under command of 
Gen. Matias attacked the town of Sa- 
gua de Tanamo, seizing, after a three 
hours' fiffht, one of the forts which de- 
fend the place. The rebels entered the 
fort and seined the arms, ammunition 
and provisions, afterward burning the 
fort and several houses. The rebels 
had two killed and nine wounded. A 
rebel force of 100, men under Capt. 
Dominguez, appeared 
yesterday in 


Moron. They burned the two forts of 
the place and took with them all the 
arms, ammunition and provisions they 
found there. There was no Spanish 
garrison in Moron, as the Spanish 
troops had left the day before in com- 
pliance with the general order of the 
military governor of the province of 
Santiago to abandon all the small vil- 
lages. This order has been harmful to 
the government, as all the men of those 
small places have joined the insur- 
gents. The foreign planters have pre- 
sented a joint protest to their consuls 
against the order compelling them to 
abandon their plantations. On the 
23 i inst. the rebel forces of Brig.-Gen. 
Periquito Lorez had an engagement 
in Ramon de las Saguas with the 
Spanish column under Col. Recas. The 
Spaniards retreated, losing eight sol- 
diers killed and twenty wounded. Two 
mules laden with ammunition were 
captured by the rebels. The rebels 
had one killed and seven wounded, 
among the latter Capt. Vega, who fell 
into the hands of the troops, and sub- 
sequently died from the effects of his 
wounds.
